train  No.  3  which  took  . place  on  July  28.  :  During  this  accident 
the  locomotive  rolled  down  the  slope,  bpggage  and  mail  cars  were 
smashed  to  pieces  and  One  car  with  the  armed  guards,  ohe  Car  of 
the  second  class  and"  four  cnrs  of  tho  third  Class  were  Seriously 
damaged.  ] 

Ad  a  result  of  'this  aaccident  tho  engine-driver*'  assistant 
engine-driver,  stokor,  baggago  clork,  three  soldiers  of  train 
guard  troops  and  two  passengers  wore. heavily  wounded.  , 

Only  during  tho  first  §  d^ysof  August -/three -accident a 
followed  by  firing,  wounding,  looting,  murders  and  kidnappings 
took  place.  Besides,  in  one  case  the  rails  were  disjoined,  and 
the  aocident  was  prevented  only  thanks  to  the  vigilance  of  the 
railway  employees.  * 

As  a  result  of  tho  accidents  which  took  place  during  this  year 
21  locomotives  and  207  cars  were  either  smashed  to  pieces  or 
seriously  damaged  and  the  railway  suffered  considerable  material 
losses! 
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Rolling-stock,  Recording  to  tho  insomplete  computation,  over 
300,000  roubles,  oth-^r  services  over  100,000  roubles,  without 
taking  into  consideration  the  exploitation  losses  amounting  to  some 
hundreds  of  thousands  roubles.  • 

▲side  from  the  financial  losses  tho  railway  suffers  losses  of 
personnel.  As  a  result  of  the  railway  accidents  which  took  place 
during  this  period  120  employees  were  injured  and  released' of 
their  duties  for  the  total  period  of  1600  days.  The  total  expendi¬ 
tures  for  their  medical  treatment  amount  to  more  than  10,000  roubles. 
Moreover,  the  wounds  end  injuries  suffered  by  the  railway  employees 
during  these  accidents  and  attacks  are  so  serious  th»t  about  a  • 
year  is  roquired  for  their  recovery.  Besides,  the  majority  of 
tho  victims  of  these  accidents  almost  completely  lose  thoir 
capacity  for  work,  become  cripples  and  the  railway  has  to  s.oend 
much  money  to  support  them. 


The  Board  of  Birectors,  taking  into  consideration  the  threaten 
ing  situation  on  the  Eastern  branch  of  the  railway  apart  from  the 
address  to  tho  Headquarters  to  increaso  gu*rd  units  on  the  Eastern 
branch  of  the  Chinese  Eastern  Railway  on  its  own  initiative  took 
tho  following  measures  to  ensure  the  safety  of  the  train  movements. 

a) .  The  movements  of  passonger  and  freight  trainu 
were  scheduled  for  daytime; 

b) .  Sending  a  special  scouting  train  before  passenger 
train;

c) .  The  roduc  ion  of  the  speed  of  passonger  and 

freight  train*  in  thfc  poetion  of  Imyangpo-Mulln  to  20  kms

d) .  The  establishment  of  group  movements  o£passenger 
and  freight  trains  one  *>fter  the  other;

o).  The  strengthening  of  the  protection  of  the  passenger 
trains  by  moans  of  attaching  to  thorn  armoured  half  carriages; 

f).  The  strengthening  of  the  protection  of  the  railway 
by  moans  of  appointing  Additional  linomen. 


All  these  additional  measures  required  tromondeus  expenditures 
amounting  to  some  hundreds  of  thousands  roubles  as  the  sending  of 
sooutlng  trains  alone  oalled  for  the  increase  of  the  expenditures 
of  tho  railway  by  170,000  roubles.  • 


However,  due  to  the  increased  number  of  the  malicious  attacks 
on  the  Eastern. branch  of  tho  Chineso  Eastern  Railway  tho  above- 
mentioned  measures  of  the  Board  of  Directors  did  not  lead  to  the

Juno  23,  1934,  In  which  tho  Headquarter*  Inform*  that  •••• 
it  doe*  not  consider  possible  th"t  ,a  large  hand  of  the  Hunghutse 
could  commit  the  attack  on  the  Kaeantsevo  flag  station  for 
at  present  the  troop*  stationed  in  the  railway  tone  are  cojv- 
duoting  the  anti-ftinghutse  campaign.

All  above-cited  excerpts  from  the  letters  of  tho  Headquarters 
show  the  insufficient  attention  peid  by  the  Headquarters  to  the 
protection  of  the  railway.  While  the  Bo  rd  of  Directors  meets  all 
the  request*  of  the  Headquarters  of  gur-rd  unit*  concerning 
billeting,  heating  and  lighting  facilities  »nd  transportation  in 
spite  of  the  overexpenditures  in  connection  with  the  transportation 
by  the  Headquarters  of  the  guard  troops  amounting  to  128,051  roubles 
for  the  past  six  months,  in  comparision  with  the  sum  planned  by 
the  Boerd  of  Dir  ctors  eM  if  we  take  into  consideration  the 
expenditures  of  tho  railway  for  the  maintenance  »hd  exploitation 
of  the  three  armoured  trains  furnished  to  the  guard  troops,  tho 
expenditures  of  the  Headquarters  of  the  guard  troops  for  this 
yearsconsiderably  exceed  the  appropriations  planned  by  tho  Board 
of  Directors  for  1933, 

Therefore  there  ere  all  possibilities  for  carrying  out  tho  tasks 
assigned  to  the  Headquarters  with  regard  to  the  proper  protection 
of  thn  railway. 

Reporting  on  all  sa  d  above  to  the  Board  of  Directors  and 
expecting  their  decision  taking  into  consideration  the  grave 
situation  and  the  reel  men*  e  to  the  safety  of  the  train  move- 
ments  and  to  the  railway  installations  and  to  the  lives  of  the 
railway  personnel  as  well  as  tremendous  losses  suffered  by  the 
railway  to  the  absence  of  military  giards.  I  hereby  request  tha 
real  measures  be  taken  by  the  Bo»rd  of  Directors  for  the  es  a  - 
llshlng  of  such  a  system  of  protection  which  would  guarantee  he 
safoty  of  tha  exploitation  of  the  Eastern  branch  of  the  Chinese 
Eastern  Railway ,  and  the  preservation  of  the  installations  and 
property  of  the  railway  as  well  as  of  the  lives  of  its 
personnel.

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Moroovor,  in  spito  of  tho  promise  given  by  tho  Japanoso  Ministry  of 
Foreign  Affairs  to  be  instrumental  in  the  spoody  settlement  of  tho  issuo, 
tho  Japanoso  military  officials  occupied  tho  office  of  tho  transit  wharf 
on  tho  11th  cf  April,  hoisted  tho  Japanoso  flog  on  tho  roof  of  tho 
building  and  mounted  Japanoso  guards.  If  up  till  now  tho  authorities 
cf  Manchcukuo  hove  boon  committing  an  unlawful  act  and  tho  Japanese 
government  took  part  in  tho  settlement  of  the  issue  arising  out  of  it, 
now  tho  Japanese  authorities  thcmsolvos  decided  to  capture  Pthat*1  which 
has  boon  and  still  is  the  subject  of  tho  uogotiations. 

The  Soviot  Government  cannot  but  mnko  protest  against  these  actions 
which  obviously  violate  tho  abovo-montionod  assurances  of  tho  Japanese 
Govornment. 

b)  The  Soviet  Government  permitted  tho  transportation  of  tho  Japanese 
forcos  by  the  Chinoso  Eastern  Hallway  at  tho  rocuost  of  tho  Japanese  Govern¬ 
ment.  It  is  noodless  tc  provo  that  tho  Soviot  Govornment  and  tho  Chinoso 
Eastern  Railway  have  rogardod  and  rogard  theso  transportations  from  a 
purely  commercial  point  cf  viow  and  boliovo  that  they  should  bo  duly. paid 
for. 

Meanwhile  tho  negotiations-  with  regard  tc  this  matters  ccnductod 
botwean  the  Chinese  Eastorn  Railway  and  tho  Japanoso  military  authorities 
aro  systematically  protracted  and  thoro  is  alroady  a  groat  indobtodnoss 
whioh  aggravates  tho  financial  position  of  tho  railway  sufforing  already 
from  groat  reduction  of  commercial  transportation  which  was  a  result  of 
tho  military  eporations  conducted  in  Manchuria. 

c)  Tho  Soviot  Government  is  especially  anxious  about  tha  last'  events 
which  took  place  in  Manchuria  in  tho  course  of  which  tho  police  authori¬ 
ties  committed  sov^ral  acts  of  viclenco  for  tho  oxpross  purpose  of  dis¬ 
rupting  tho  normal  functions  of  tho  Chinoso  custom  Railway  and  of causing 
heavy  damage  to  tho  interests  of  tho  U.S.S.R,  Thoso  acts  wore  committed 
at  the  diroct  demand  of  the  Japanoso  officials  of  Manchcukuo  and  with 
thoir  participation,  theso  actions  rosultod  in  tho  disjunction  of 
tracks  between  tho  Chinoso  Eastern  Railway  and  tho  Zabaiknl  Railway  by 
way  of  driving  spikes  into  railway  points  in  order  to  hamper  tho  Eurcpean- 
Aslatic  means  of  communication  which  would  disrupt  communications 'botwocn 
the  Chinoso  Eastern  Railway  and  .Soviot  railways;  thoso  actions  rosultod 
al9o  in  tho  soizuro  cf  transit  goods  belonging  to  tho  U.S.S.R.  which  meant 
gross  violation  of’tho  rights  of  tho  Soviot  Union  to  tho  transit  at  tho 
Chineso  Eastern  Railway.

o)  The  authorities  of  Kanchoukuc  and  tho  Japanese  nuthoritios  in 
Manchuria  absolutely  artifically  reisod  end  lately  highlighted  tho 
issue  wit*  regard  to  tho  engines  and  cor?  on  tho  Soviot  torritory,  because 
they  could  not  but  know  that  tho  Soviot  authorities  ore  above  any  re¬ 
proach  as  to  those  two  problono, 

the  ongincs  in  conation  bo'J.cng  to  the  Soviot  Government  and  thoy 
never  were  in  tho  possession  of  tho  Chir.oso  Astern  Railway,  which  is 
the  U.S.S.R.  proporty,  nor  Mar.choukuo,  to  say  nothing  of  the  Japnneso, 
havo  right  to  make  any  claim  as  to  theso  engines.  As  to  the  cars,  the 
Chineso  Eastern  Railway  and  the  Soviot  railways  always  exchanged  cars 
and  there  iB  no  wonder  that  certain  numbor  of  the  cars  of  the  Chinose 
Eastern  Railway  aro  on  the  soviot  torritory  because  the  same  numbor  or 
even  mere  —  at  present  over  2000  cars  belonging  to  the  Soviet  railways 
aro  exploited  by  tho  Chineso  Eastern  Pailway. 

Ehen  the  return  of  cars  from  the  Soviot  territory  to  tho  Chinose  , 
Eastern  Railway  was  somotimo  delayod,  it  happened  as  a  result  of  mili¬ 
tary  actions  going  cn  betweon  Chineso  units  and  Japanese- Manchurian  army 
which  during  many  months  stoppod  tho  traffic  on  tho  Chinese  Eastern 
Railway  frem  both  Eastern  and  Wostorn  ends.

In  spite  of  repeated  declarations  and  protista  made  by 
our  consulate -general,  against  continual  arrests  and  acts  of 
violence  conmitted  against  Soviet  citizens  by  various  Manchurian 
police  authorities,  within  few  last  days  a  number  of  arrests 
of  Soviet  citizens  again  took  place  on  the  Eastern  branch  of 
the  Chinese  Eastern  Railway  and  in  Kharbin. 

The  list  of  38  imprisoned  Soviet  citizens  is  attached 
hereto.  The  police  authorities  who  made  these  arrests  not  only 
considered  it  unnecessary  to  notify  the  Soviet  consulates  as 
to  the  cause  of  those  arrests, but  even  did  not  inform  about 
their  occurrence.  The  arrests  aro  being  made  without  proper 
warrants  being  produced  snd  ere  accompanied  by  searohes  in 
offices  and  private  residences  of  the  inprisoned  citizens  the 
reasons  not  being  explained.  At  tho  same  time  the  sets  of 
violence  against 'the  prisoners  are  still  being  perpetrated. 

Some  of  the  prisoners  ere  bqing  subjected  to  boatings  by  the 

police  officials,

Soviet  oitizens  are  still  boing  unlawfully  deported  from 
the  Manchurian  to  the  Soviet  territory  without  the  consulate- 
general  being  notified. 

Emphatically  protesting  agoinst  all  these  acts  of  the 
Manchurian  polioe  authorities  I  insist  that  you,  Mr,  Special  j 
Agent,  tnke  effective  measures  for  the  speediest  release  of 
the  imprisoned  Soviet  oitizens  and  provide  for  them  during  the 
period  of  inprisonment  the  necessary  human  treatment 
(regular  bringing  of  food  paroels .visits  of  relatives, 
having  fresh  sir,  etc.) 

I  also  expect  you  to  inform  me  as  soon  as  possible 
about  the  eauses  of  arrest  of  38  Soviet  citizens,  whose  names 
are  indicated  iq  the  list  attached  hereto.

complexion  end  sickly  look  indicated  that  the  man  was  rotting 
down  in  Jail.

Zagnoiko  constantly  suffered  from  headache  and  whs  afraid 
of  dreugnt  which  it  wp.s  impossible  to  avoid  t  because  one ( could 
suffocete  if  the  cell  were  not  aired,  and  draught  was  the  only 
means  of  airing  it:  the  hinged  window  pane  was  right 
opposite  to  the  unglazed  "bull’s  eye."  Sayapin  was  quite  young 
but  in  spite  of  his  pgo,  very  flnbbvj  without  laxatives  he  had  no 
stool,  .  hey  all  proved  to  be  the  same  kind  of*  "criminals"  as 
I  was.  I  told  them  with  indignation  about  the- beating  to  which 
I  was  sublectedy  end  I  got  kind  of  sore  when  none  of  them  not 
only  expressed  his  sympathy  but  they  wore  sort  of  strangely 
surprised,  and  they  all  told  mo  +he  same  thing:  "you  were  in 
good  luck.

not  bother  you  by  quotin'p  othor  extracts  from,  this 
indisputable  human  document  describing  inhuman  atlxoities  which 
have  become  the  system  of  treatment,  of  arrested  Soviet  nationals  . 
by  the  officials  of  the  RpilV/ny  police.  In  my  numerous  verbal  anc 
written  appeals  I  referred  to  a  great  deal  of  similar  indisputable 
evidence  with  respect  both  to  unwarranted  arrests  and  to  dost 
inhuman  mistreatment  of  arrested  Soviet  nationals  with  whom  the 
^  s*on  officials  of  the  Railway  Police  are  settling  a 

political  score  as  with  Soviet  citizens.

These  outrageous  facts  of  mistreatment  quite  definitely 
characterize  both  the  methods  of*  interrogation  employed  bv  the 
police  authorities  and  the  extent  of  its  legal  validity. 

The  fact  that  "admissions"  obtained  in  this  manner  are  legally 
invalid  is  self-evident  nhd  cannot  but  greatly  puzzle  any 
unprejudiced  person.  i 

Tho  prison  conditions  have  likewise  been  one  of  the  subjects 
of  my  numerous  appeals  to  the  authorities.  I  h"ve  pointed  to

likewise  been  of  no  avail. 
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Being  obliged  to  repeat  my  vigorous  protest  with  regard  w 
the  facts  as  stated  herein  I  insist  once  again  that  the  higher 
authorities  take  effective  pnd  urgent  steps  to  prevent  the  White 
Russian  officials  of  the  Railroad  Police  from  having  any  author, 
with  regard  to  Soviet  citizens,  to  discontinue  unwarranted  arret 
of  Soviet  nationals  which  have  been  mpde  hitherto,  to  improve 
prison  condition,  to  ensure  human  treatment  of  prisoners,  to 
release  them  as  soon  as  p  sslble  and  to  legally  prosecute  both 
white  Russian  Police  agen^.i  Pusev  *»nd  Topyge  mentioned  in  the 
above  letter  in  connection  with  the  torture  of  Mr.  Gorainov  and 
all  those  wbb  are  responsible  for  the  patent,  mistreatment  of 
Soviet  Nationals  which  directly  aims  at  an  aggravation  of  relp+ioi 
between  our  countries. 

I  am  hopeful  that  you  will  take  urgent  and  effective  measures 
and  assure  you  Mr.  Acting  Special  Commissioner,  of  my  profound 
respect.

The  protest  of  the  Consulate-general  "of 
the  U.S.S.R,  in  Kharbin  against  unlaw¬ 
ful  arrests  of  Soviet  oitizons  in  Man- 
ohoukuo  and  against  the  aots  of  violenoe 
they  were  subjected  to. 


Beginning  from  August  when  mass  arrests  of  Soviet  workers, and  employees 
of  the  Chinese  Eastern  Railway  took  place,  the  Consulate-general  of  the 
U.S,S.R.  in  Kharbin  repeatedly  lodged  with  the  government  of.  Uanchoukuo  ver¬ 
bal  and  written  protests  against  unlawful  arrests  of  Soviet  citizens  and 
against  .the  acts  of  violenoe  and  tortures  they  were  subjected  t6. 

In  response  to  all  these  verbal  and  written  deolarations  the  Manchurian 
authorities  either  kept  silence  or,  when  they  were  forced  to  give  any  answer, 
they  tried  to  get  away  with  general  statements  and  pretexts  referring  to  the 
fact  that  people  under  arrest  were  guilty  of  grave  offenses  and  that  the 
Consulate-general  could  be  informed  of  all  the  details  only  at  the  end  of 
the  trial  still  going  on  and  that  the  prisoners  were  well  treated  and  that 
they  were  not  subjected  to  any  aots  of  violenoe  or  tortures  and  so  on. 

But  as  long  as  the  world  press  gave  wide  publicity  to  the  hideous  aots 
of  the  Uanohurian  authorities  toward  the  Soviet  oitizens,  the  Manchurian 
government  was  at  last  forced  to  send  an  official  note  in  response,  to  the 
above-mentioned  verbal  and  written  declarations  of  our  Consulate-general  in 
Kharbin. 


In  this  note  of  November  6,  Mr.  Shi  Lui-ben,  the  speoial  agent  of 
Manohoukuo  in  Kharbin,  argued  in  favour  of  the  validity  of  the  foregoing 
measures  taken  by  the  Manohurian  authorities  in  a  tone  whioh  did  not  suit 
the  diplomatic  correspondents. 

Yithout  stating  the  substanoe  of  the  orime  allegedly  committed  by  the 
imprisoned  Soviet  oitizens  Shi  Lui-ben  only  states  that  it  "is  a  large-scale 
crime  of  extremely  violent  character"  and  the  "Chinese  Eastern  Railway  is 
the  nucleus  of  it".  At  last  Mr.  Shi  Lui-ben  denying  the  faot  that  the  Soviet 
citizens  were  subjected  to  the  aots  of  violence  and  tortures  indicated  that 
treatment  on  the  part  of  Uanohurian  authorities  of  the  Soviet  prisoners  "did 
not  go  beyond  the  legal  standard  of  common  prisoner's  treatment". 

In  response  to  that  the  aoting  Consul-general  in  Kharbin  addressed  Mr. 
Shi  Lui-ben  on  the  26th  of  November  with  a  following  notet  ’ 

"Mr.  Speoial  agentl-  Acknowledging  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of 
November  6,  I  have  the  honour  of  informing  you  that  this  letter  is  not  in 
the  least  a  satisfactory  answer  to  all  my  written  and  verbal  representations 
and  protests  against  the  unlawful  arrests  of  the  Soviet  oitizens  in  Manchuria 
and  disgusting  aots  towards  them.  Instead  of  giving  me  a  dear  and  aocurate 
answer  as  to  the  oonorete  facts  of  unlawful  arrests  and  acts  of  violence  of 


whioh  you  were  informed  and  instead  of  advising  me  about  the  measures  taken 
against  those  who  were  guilty  of  committing  these  unlawful  aots,  you,  Ur. 
Speoial  agent,  oonfined  yourself  only  to  a  letter  containing  general  discus¬ 
sion  whioh  reveals  the  desire  of  the  Kanohurian  party  to  avoid  giving  a 
concrete  and  true  reply  to  my  inquiry. 

I  repeatedly  asked  you  to  inform  me  as  to  the  whereabouts  of-  the  ar¬ 
rested  Soviet  olticons  and  undor  the  jurisdiction  of  what  particular  police, 
legal  and  administrative  authorities  every  prisoner  is  placed.  But  I  did 
not  receive  any  answer  from  you  about  it  and  there  is  ro  indication  of  this 
faot  in  your  letter  of  November  6.  .  .  . 

I  insisted  upon  your  informing  me  about  the  offenses  the  arrested  Soviet 
citizens  were  oharged  with.  Instead  of  giving  a  concrete  answer  to  this  ' 
question  you  made  in  this  letter  a  groundless  allegation  to  the  effect  thot 
"the  orime  in  question  whioh  the  prisoners  are  oharged  with  io  of  extremely 
malioious  oharaoter,  committed  on  a  large-scale  and  moreover  is  repotitious." 

I  know  nothing  about  this.  *  •*’ 

In  Borne  other  part  of  the  let.ter  you  state  "that  it  is  suspeotod  that, 
behind  them  is  some  influential  organization"  and  that  ’’the  crimes  were  com¬ 
mitted  mostly- with  the  Chinese  Eastern  Railway,  as  their  oentre." 

I  *  * 

Such  absolutely  unsupported  groundless .assertions  and  allegations  of  ' 
yours  cannot,  of  oourso,  be  taken  as  an.oxouse  for  unlawful  aots  committed 
on  the  part  of  Manchuria.  Usually  in  case  one  is  arrested  and  is  under 
preliminary  investigation  within  two  and  a  half  -  three  months  being  charged 
with  a  orime  of  an  extremely  malioious  oheraoter,  it  should  at  least  be  known 
what  article  of  the  Criminal  Code  the  aooused  or  the  suspeot  is  oharged  under. 
Qenersl  statements  on  the  subjeot  of  the  malioious  oharaoter  of  the  orime 
committed  by  160  Soviet  oitizens  cannot  be  considered  satisfactory-.  With 
regard  to  your  absolutely  unfounded  allegations  to  the  offset  that  the  nuoleus 
of  the  unknown  "orime" 'is  allegedly  the  Chinese  Eastern  Railway,  I  oan  make 
re fere no e  to  my  notes  delivered  to  you  on  August  24  and  Ootober  4  of  this 
year,  in  whioh' I  pointed  out  the  fantastio  and  monstrous  oharaoter  of  those 
oharges  whioh  oertain  Manchurian  authorities  try  to  fabrioate  against  the 
Soviet  officials  of  the  Chinese  Eastern  Railway,  These  oharges  wore  never 
proved  by  anyone  and  cannot  be  proved  in  view  of  tho  faot  -that  the  offenses 
with  whioh  they  try  to  oharge.  the  Soviet  offioials  of  the  Chinese  Eastern 
Railway,  in  faot  were  never  oommitted.  Therefore  J  deeply  regret,  Mr. 

Speoial  agent,  that-  you  considered  it  possible  to  give  support  in  your  lot- 
ter  to  all  these  oalumnious  attacks  against  tho  Soviet  citizens  employed  by 
the  Chinese  Eastern  Railway  and  especially  to  support  thorn  without  apy  proofs. 

In  my  declarations  to  you  I  repeatedly  medo  protests  against  tortures 
and  other  aots  of  Violence  against  Soviet  oitizens  kept  in  confinement  in 
Manchuria.  In  view  of  your  assertion  that  you.aro  not  familiar  with  the 
dooumental  data  mentioned  by  roe  as  to  the  tortures  and  aots  of  violence  com¬ 
mitted  by.  polioe  and  gendarmerie  authorities  and  insofar  as  you  to<  -  upon 
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yourself  to  write  in  an  official  note  to  tho  effoot  that  you  "doubt  the 
truthfulness"  of  these  data.  I  am  foroed  to  remind  you  of  oertain  faotsi 
Thus  on  September  4  I  deliverod  to  you  a  letter  together  with  the  copies  of 
certificates .of  the  medical  examination  of  tho  prisoners  Golovina  end 
Grigoriev,  who  were  subjected  to  tortures  by  gendarmerie  of  Kharbip. 

On  September  14  the  vice-consul*.  qf  the  U.S»S.R.  showed  you  tho  blood¬ 
stained  underwear  of  Gvosdev  who  was  placed  under  arrest  by  Railway  police 
and  whose  underwear  was  handed  over  to  his  family  by  police  officials. 

On  Ootober  S,  the  vioe-consul  advised  you  of  the  result  of  tortures  to 
whioh  the  Soviet  oitisens  Patscrin  and  Borovik  had  been  subjected  and  of  the 
faot  of  their  having  been  mutilated.  On  Ootober  13  you  were  informed  about 
the  tortures  to  whioh  Osadohuok  had  been  Subjeoted  and  on  November  5  I  • 
notified  you  of  his  death  whioh  was  the  result  of  those  tortures.  Cn 
Ootober  19  I  informed  you  about  the  death  of  a  oititen  Kulbatsky,  whioh  hap¬ 
pened  as  a  result  of  the  tortures  he  was  subjeoted  to  in  the  border  guard 
police  unit  of  the  town  of  Manohuria.  Much  earlier  -“that  is  on  August  6 
consul-general  Slavutsky  sent  you  an  inquiry  concerning  tho  fate  of  the 
Soviet  oitisens  Kisliy  and  Laushkin  who  wore  placed  undor'arrest  by  the 
border  guard  police  unit  at  Pograniohnaya  station.  As  to  their  fate  I 
talked  to  you  several  times  and  stated,  that. I  obtained  some  alarming  infor¬ 
mation  on  that  account.  Today . I  am  foropd  to  state  you  positively  that 
aooording  to  tho  reliable  information  rooeived  by  the.  eonsula to-gone ral,  the 
oitisens  Kisliy.  and  Laushkin  fell  victims?  to  the  tortures  .they  wero  subjeoted 
to  by  ^fche  officials  of  tho  border  guard  police  unit  and  that  all  evidently 
false  statements  of  authorities  ubout  tho  fate  of  thpse  above -mo ntioned  are 
made  in  an'  effort  to  cover  up  all  the  traoes  of  the  oommitted  crime.

The  faot  that  the  authorities  constantly  refuse  to  meet  the  insistent 
requests  of  the  Consulate-general  oonoerning  the  right  of  visitation  of 
prisoners  to  be  given  to  its  representatives  once  more  corroborated  my  con¬ 
viction  that  all  these,  tortures  and  acts  of  violenoo  actually  took  plaoe  and 
that  the  authorities  are  anxious  to  oover  up  all  the  trioes  from  the  Consulate 
general . 

All  said  above  absolutely  does  not  exhaust  the  abundanoy  of  information 
oonoerning  the  tortures  and  aots  of  violenoe  to  whioh  the  Soviet  oitisens  in 
Kharbin.  Pograniohnaya  and  other  plaooa  were  subjeoted  and  on  aooount  of 
whioh  our  Consulate -gene ral  in,  Kharbin  as  well  as  our  consuls  at  Pograniohnaya 
and  Manohuria  made  numerous  representations  to  you  and  other  respective  dip¬ 
lomatic  agents.  It  seemed  you  should  givo  roe  a  concrete  reply  to  all  faots 
well  known  to  you  and  inform  mo  as  to  what  measures  were  taken  by  competent  . 
authorities  in  order  to  punish  the  guilty  ones  and  to  avoid  the  repetition 
of  suoh  acts  in  the  future.  Instead  in  your  letter  you  do  not  mention' these 
faots  at  all  and  confino  yourself  to  making  a  gonoral  statement  to  the  effeot 
that  your  authorities  allegedly  never  used  third  degree  methods  in  the  course 
of  the  interrogation.  Therefore  it  is  quite  natural  that  suoh  a  reply  is  to, 
be  regarded  as  an  evident  attempt  on  tho  part  of  the  leading  governmental 


organs  of  Uanohuria  to  put  under  the  protection  of  supreme  power  those  out¬ 
rages  and  &Qts  of  violence  committed  by  police  and  gendarmerie  officials 
against  the  Soviet  citizens  and  to  oreato  an  atmosphere  of  encouragement  and 
impunity  for  the  commission  of  'uch  aots*  Acting  in  that  way  these  supremo 
governmental  organs  of  Manchuri'  aro  fully  responsible  to  the  government. of

The  Gist  of  the  Statement  of  M.M.  Litvinov, 
People's  Commissar  for  Foreign  Affairs,  made 
to  Hr,  Ota,  Janarese  Ambassador,  on  May  2,  1*93: 


On  April  24  in  his  conversation  with  my  deputy  Comrade 
L,  M.  Karaknan,  the  Ambassador  expressed  his  desire  to 
improve  Soviet-Japanese  elations  and  asked  comrade  Karakhan 
by  what  means  this  aim  could  be  attained  and  whether  it 
should  be  accomplished  by  concluding  some  agreement  of  pol¬ 
itical  nature.  I  would  like  to  have  a  more  detailed  conver¬ 
sation  with  the- ambassador  on  this  subject  and  to  answer  his 
questions  with  utmost  accuracy  and  frankness.  This  step  is 
especially  urgent  in  the  light  of  the  fact  that  the  present 
moment  seems  to  call  for  taking  speedy  measures  to  eliminate 
the  impending  danger  of  the  deterioration  of  Soviet-Japanese 
relations. 

On  April  16  of  this  year  comrade  Karakhan  .made  to  the 
ambassador  an  official  statement  to  be  conveyed  to  Tokyo  with 
regard  to  the  extremely  abnormal  situation  created  by  the 
Manchurian  authorities  on  the  Chinese  Eastern  Railway.  The 
actions  of  these  authorities  which  led  to  such  a  situation 
were  described  in  detail  by  comrade  Karakhan,  Unfortunately 
no  reply  to  that  statment  was  received  from  the  Japanese 
Government  whereas  the  situation  on  the  Chinese  Eastern  Rail¬ 
way  is  apt  to  be  aggravated.  In  spite  of  the  fact  that  the 
Soviet  Government  and  their  representatives  in  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Chinese  Eastern  Railway  have  proved  beyond 
any  doubt  the  absolute  groundlessness  of  the  claims  and 
demands  which  had  been  put  to  the  Soviet  side  by  the  Manchu¬ 
rian  authorities,  the  latter  keep  on  insisting  on  their  de¬ 
mands,  set  even  ultimatum  dates  for  their  fulfillment  and 
are  obviously  threatening  to  take  further  unilateral  measures 
prejudicial  to  the  interests  of  the  Soviet  Union  in  violation 
of  the  Peiping  Agreement  and  Mukden  Agreement. 

Such  threats,  to  say  nothing  of  their  effectuation,  may 
very  seriously  and  for  a  Ion*7  time  aggravate  our  relations 
with  the  Manchurian  authorities  and  Japan  as  well. 

Having  commenced  the  hostilities  in  Manchuria  the  Japanese 
Government  repeatedly  assured  us  that  these  hostilities  did 
not  constitute  any  danger  to  the  interests  of  the  Chinese 
Eastern  Railway  and  to  those  of  the  Soviet  Union.  Thus  the 
Japanese  Government  determined  to  be  responsible  to  us  for 
the  consequences  and  results  of  their  actions  in  Manchuria 
inasmuch  as  they  are  prejudicial  to  our  interests.  Even 
for  this  only  reason  the  Japanese  Government  cannot  relieve 
itself  of  the  responsibility  for  possible  actions  contrary 
to  the  interests  of  the  U.S.S.R.  as  a  result  of  the  present

situation  in  Manchuria.  However  there  is  no  need  for  me 
to  discuss  this  matter  in  a  mure  detailed  manner  and  to  be 
frank  I  v/ould  like  to  inform  tne  Ambassador  that  we  have 
received  some  authentic  and  quite  reliable' documents  which 
show  the  rcio  of  Japanese  officials  and  instigations  of 
the  Manchurian  authorities  to  commit  acts  of  violence 
against  the  U.F.S.R.  wh  '.h  may  lead  to  quite  serious  com¬ 
plications  between  the  U.S.S.F,  on  the  one  hand  andMan- 
chukuo  and  Japan  on  the  otner.  In  particular  according  to 
these  documents  3!r,  Moris nina,  the  Japanese  consul-general 
in  Harbirt,  recommended  such  provocative  measures  as  the 
arrests  of  top  Soviet  representatives  on  the  Chinese  Eastern 
Railway.

However*  I  am  telling  all  this  to  the  Ambassador  not  only 
for  the  purpose  of  complaining  of  the  actions  of  the  Manchu¬ 
rian  aiithorities  and  representatives  of  the  Japanese  Govern¬ 
ment.  I  summoned  the  Ambassador  mainly  for  the  purpose  of 
replying  to  the  questions  which  he  had  put  to  comrade  Karakhan 
and  emphasizing  my  concurrence  with  some  observations  made1 
by  the  Ambassador  during  that  conversation.  He  for.  instance 
'expressed  the  opinion  that  the  Chinese  Eastern  Railway  miffht 
become  a  source  cf  misunderstanding  between  our  countries,* 
that  the  railway  brings  no  profit  to  us  and  that  the  matter 
with  regard  to  this  railway  requires  the  solution  on  political 
grounds.  I ’  fuVy  understand  that  the  railway  due  to  the  . . 
events  which  took  place  during  the  last  year  and  a  half 
may  become  and  even  became  unprofitable ,  that  under  the 
present  circumstances  this  railway  is  of  a  less  interest 
to  us  than  in  the'  past,  that  in  the  present  situation  some 
forces  and  influences  which  contributed  much  to  the  deterio¬ 
ration  of  the  Soviet-Japanese  relations  may  actually  make  the 
Chinese  Eastern  Railway  a  source  of  friction  between  our 
country  and  Japan  and  that. the  matter  should  be  radically  , 
settled.  However,  one  cannot  overlook  the  fact  that  the  > 
railway  which  has  been  built  exclusively  on  the  earnings  of 
the  peoples  inhabiting  the  Soviet  Union  undeniably  constitute 
the  property  of  the  Soviet  Union,  that  even  now  it  is  of  a 
great  importance  for  the  Soviet  Uni^n  and  therefore  the  Soviet 
Government  cannot  give  up  their  rightq  to  this  railway.--  I 
hope  the  Japanese  Government  will  not  fail  to  understand  this.

In  what  way  can  this  problem  be  solved?  How  does  the  ' 
Ambassador  understand  the  political  s61uti6n  of  this  matter 
as  he  put  it?  The  Ambassador  obviously  meant  the  purchase 
of .  the  Chinese  Eastern  Railway  as  he  referred  to  the  nego¬ 
tiations  on  this  matter  which  took  place  between  comrade 
Troyanovsky  and  Mr.  Fujiwera.  The  Ambassador  asked  comrade 
Karakhan  whether  our  attitude  towards  sale  of  the  railway 
charged,  since  that  tire. 

In  this  connection  I  think  it  .is  necessary  to  state  thnt 
our  attitude  has  not  changed  and  that  we  are  ready  to  enter 
into  negotiations  with  Japan  on  the  sale  of  the  railway.  Un¬ 
fortunately  the  negotiations  were  discontinued  and  gave  no 
result  due  to  the  fact  that  no  replv  had  been  received  from 
Janan  co  the  concrete  proposals  of  Comrade  Troyanovsky.  I 
remind  in  this  connection  that  comrade  Troyanovsky  told  Mr. 
Fujiwara  about  a  definite  sum.  If  Japan  considers  it  improper 
she  should  tell  us  about  it  and  we  perhaps  shall  take  her 
arguments  into  consideration.  If  there  are  any  difficulties 
in  paying  the  purchasing  price  we  are  ready  to  discuss  the 
possible  privileges  and  time  of  payments  as  well  as  the  trans¬ 
fer  of  a  part  of  the  rr’operty  of  the  Chinese  Eastern  Railway 
as  a  part  of  payments.

We  were  ready  to  discuss  some  other  methods  of  solving 
that  question  such  as,  for  instance,  the  lease  of  the  railway. 

All  these  matters  can  be  solved  only  through  the  negotia¬ 
tions  and  we  propose  that  the  Japanese  Government  enter  into 
these  negotiations.  It  goes  without  saying  that  immediate  and 
radical  measures  should  be  taken  to  stop  all  unilateral  actions 
on  the  Chinese  Eastern  Railway  which  are  being  taken  by  Fan- 
chukuo,  ’Ve  hope  that  apart  from  the  negotiations  the  Jananese 
Government  will  take  all  possible  measures  to  restore  the 
normal  relations  on  the  Chinese  Eastern  Railway,  to  put  an 
end  to  the  practice  of  unilateral  and  unlawful  actions  of  the 
Manchurian  authorities .  and  to  the  unfounded  claims  containing 
ultimata  and  threats.
